The  question  of  Sah  age  has  been  in  the  forefront  and 
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details  ()!'  this  suhjeel  will  be  rouiul  under  the  headin'^  of 
l^ublie  C'leausini*-. 

Kvac'uation  and  other  eiuerffencies  have  aj^ain  taken 
most  ol'  the  time  of  the  \’ery  depleted  staff,  but  we  liave  been 
able  to  abate  numerous  nuisa.necs  and  keep  the  neeessary 
reeords  up-to-date. 

As  mueh  attention  as  |)ossible  has  been  jriven  to  the 
suj)ervision  of  our  Milk  Supply  and  .'hS7  Sam])les  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  .Vrea  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  A<^rieul- 
tme  a.t  Truro  in  eoimeetion  with  the  National  Milk  Testinpf 
and  Advisory  Seheme. 

A Survey  was  made,  a.t  the  recpiest  of  the  ^Ministry  c'f 
Food,  re<>'a]'tlinpf  tlie  extent  of  Rodent  Infestation,  and  a 
re})ort  wa.s  submitted  to  the  IMiuistry  eoneeined. 

The  Couneil  cn<>a<Ted  a Rodent  0])C!-ator,  who  attend< d 
a course  of  instruetion.  in  Rodent  Couti-ol,  and  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  a sel'.eme  of  systematic  erailieatiou  was 
e nnmeuecd. 

It  lias  been  (juite  im])ossiblc  to  maintain  any  standard  of 
housing  aeeommodatioii,  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  in 
the  laiilding  trade,  ajid  it  will  be  many  years  before  these 
arrears  of  maintenance  work  will  be  ovei'eomc. 

Tlie  total  nundx'r  of  eases  of  overcrowding  in  the 
Rorough  at  the  end  of  the  year  vas  three,  two  of  which 
are  in  houses  owned  bv  the  Couneil.

Continuous  Coagulation,  Filtration 
and  Chlorination  is  maintained,  '['he  ])roportion  of  dwellinir 
houses  and  of  the  })oj)ulation  supplietl  from  public  water 
mains  direct  to  the  house  is  00  ]iev  cent.,  and  by  means  of 
stand  pipes  1 per  cent.,  exclusive  of  Rural  and/or  Areas. 
]My  department  submitted  eiyht  samples  from  private 
supi)lies  for  Bacteriolonical  and  Chemical  examination. 
Five  were  rejwrted  as  beino-  unsatisfactory  and  the  con- 
sumers were  notified  of  the  results  of  the  analysis.

Sessions  are  arranged  by  the  Countj'^  Authority.

Xo  fever  of  note  has  been  jircvalent. 

The  Council  has  adopted  the  plan  of  immunising  the 
child  population  against  diphtheria  between  the  ages  of 
1 and  15. 

The  mctliod  employed  is  two  doses  of  alum  precipitated 
toxoid,  the  first  being  0.2  e.c.  and  the  second  0.5  c.c.  at  an 
interval  of  at  least  four  weeks. 

So  far  since  the  scheme  has  been  adopted  in  X^ovember, 
1940,  2,958  children  have  been  completely  immunised  out  of 
an  estimated  child  pojiulation  for  tfic  age  jicriod  1 — 15  of 
3,249.
